POO: REPORT: 


At the close of the school year it becomes the privilege and 
duty of those to whom has been committed the educational in- 
terest to report to the citizens of the district, the present con- 
dition of the schools together with such items of interest and 
suggestions as their knowledge of affairs is supposed to warrent. 

At the beginuing of the year we found.at our command ;— 


Cash from last year, $216,91 
Appropriation by town, 849,50 
Literary Fund, 79,18 


Cash from E. M. Williams, 
Prudential Committee of District formaly No. 4, 13,40 


$1158,99 
From this sum we have expended for salary of 

teachers, repairs on school houses, fuel, transportation 
of scholars, etc, $1134,07 
As will be seen by the statistics of the schools, three terms of 
nine weeks and a fraction, have been given each school with 
the exception of the West Primary where the fall term was dis- 
pensed with on account of the small number of scholars, it be- 
ing thought advisable for part of the scholars of the district te 
attend the village school. On this account it was absolutely 
neccessary to employ an assistant in the Grammar school since 
one teacher could not possibly attend to the recitations of difler- 
ent grades and so large a number of scholars. Asa matter of 
course such a combining of schools or scholars of different grades 
could not meet with the best result, although very little criticism 
was excited or disadvantages experienced. It has been the aim 
of the Board to retain former teachers as long as possible when 
satisfaction has been given, and the records of the school present 
a commendable feature in this respect; all of the teachers with 
one exception have been kept through the year. Last June the 
first graduating exercises connected with the grammar school 
were held, when six scholars appeared before the committee of 
friends and gave good evidence, not only of having completed 
the prescribed course of study, but of having gained to a good de- 
gree a general culture creditable to themselves and their teach- 
ers. Sofar as we can base judgement upon existing facts the 
prospects for the next graduating exercises are equally flattering, 
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The scholars of the first class in the grammar school have 
done good and faithful work and we predict for them success 
in the closing exercises of the year. It isthe opinion of the large 
majority of the pupils in so far as expression has been made, 
that the present graded system however faulty it may be, is yet 
superior to a hap-hazard, indefinite arrangement that admits 
of no system and makes class graduations almost impossible. 

We look for even more hearty commendations from parents 
and citizens at the next annual exercises than were received 
last summer since it seems to be the growing feeling that some 
such system as we are now having is altogether the best. 

During the year there has been no serious disturbance in the 
schools. Good discipline has been preserved and the scholars 
have been disposed to act with the teachers to their good and 
profit. We would suggest to the District the advisibility of ac- 
tion with reference to new furniture and heating apparatus for 

he school houses. It has been a serious matter during the 

severe winter weather to properly warm the houses, while the 
propped seats illy accomodate the scholars and make comfort in 
the school room a doubtful matter. 

We trust that the schools of the future will ae the vantage- 
ground a steppnig stone to larger prosperity and more decided 
good results. 

As a Committee we would thank the citizens ane especially 
the parents for the almost uniform courtesy and sympathy they 
have given us. While not having been able to do all that we 
would have been glad to have done yet we present the reports 
and the history of the past year with the hope of your aes 
and your wise advise in the future. |

REPORT OF HEALTH OFFICERS. 


oo 


We the undersigned, Health Officers of Brookline, N. H., 
congratulate the Inhabitants on the absenee of any malignant 
pestilential diseases the past year, and that the proper preeaution 
may be taken as regards Public Health in the future, we would, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, refresh the minds, and en- 
lighten those who may not be knowing to the faet, of some of the 
Regulations as regard this very essential matter to Health, viz: 

No person shall occupy, or lease to or permit any other person 
to occupy, any building within the compact part of any eity or 
town as a dwelling-house unless such building shall be provided 
with suitable privies and vaults, constructed as required by law, 
and with suitable drains or sewers for conveying away the sink 
water from the premises so used and occupied, so as not to be of 
fensive. 

No person shall erect continue any house of easement or privy 
within 4C ft. of any street or of the dwelling, shop, or well of any 
other person unless the same is vaulted 6 ft. deep and sufficiently 


secured and enelosed. ‘ 

No person shall occupy any building in the eompaet part of 
any town for 2 slaughter-house, for trying tallow, for currying 
leather, or for the deposit of green pelts or skins, without per- 
mission in writing of the health officers. . 

No person shall place or leave, or cause to be placed or left, in 
or near any highway, street, alley or public place, or shall allow 
to be exposed unburied any animal or other substance liable to 
become putred, or offensive, or injurious to the public health. 

Whenever any well, spring, or other water supply is suspected 
of being polluted by sewage, or other matter dangerous to health, 
the Health Officers may cause an analysis of suspeeted water by 
a competent Chemist, and if found to be unfit for drinking pur- 
poses, said Health Officers, with the endorsement of State Board 
of Health, may prohibit its use. 

The violating.of the Laws of which the above is an outline, is 
punishable by fine. . 

Hoping that each Inhabitant. will do their best. for the removal 
of anything that may endanger the Publie Health, we subscribe
